-:ie  Camp  Commandant  was  almost  unapproachable.  Any  adverse  critr'.cisms  of 
the  Canp  reacted  on  the  guards  who  took  care  t  revenge  themselves  on  the 
camp  as  a  v/hole.  The  Japanese  undoubtedly  went  out  of  wa--  to  humiliate 

the  European  and  were  completely  lacking  in  any  fcr-m  of  eantMuaat  regarding 
the  sanctity  of  life  or  the  welfare  of  the  prisoners.  The  iirs'j  C'amp  Com¬ 
mandant  that  we  had  was  the  equivalent  of  a  British  "  ar rent -Officer.  He  was 
N-.GATO; :0 ,  he  was  Camp  Co  mandant  from  April  1.942  until  Nay  1943.  His  character 
was  (ji  iue  negative  and  he  never  made  any  attempt  to  improve  our  conditions  nor 
did  he  ap  ear  to  care  how  we  lived  or  what  punishment  was  meted  out  to  us  so 
long  as  h9  himself  v/as  not  bothered.  He  picked  Y03HIDA,  who  really  commanded 
the  camp.  iL.G.iTCL0  lived  in  the  house  next  door  to  the  camp ,  he  knew  there¬ 
fore,  very  well  what  was  gainv  on,  exactly  how  YOSHIDu  was  running  the  camp. 
3omet !mes  he  U3ed  to  wander  around  on  a  bicycle,  when  he  could  sae  the  condi¬ 
tions  in  which  we  were  living,  with  his  own  eyes.  He  was  a  lightly  built  man; 
lean  and  tough;  not  very  veil  educated,  and  could  speak  no  English  or  Nalay. 
ne  ’..ore  crop  ed  hair,  and  was  a  typical  Japanese  ranker  officer.  His  age  v/as 
something  over  40,  and  he  v/as  about  5'  5"  in  height. 

5*  In  Nay  1943  ^^iiTOLO  was  relieved  by  HID  All-.  This  man  ICIDAilA  is  undoubted¬ 
ly  the  same  person  as  Lieut.  Condr.  CHUBB  mentions  in  paragraph  10,  sub-para- 
prapa  1  of  his  affidavit  dated  25  January  1946.  L3D.il hi  definitely  took  over 
*n  ^ay  1943  a‘Ad  not  in  October  as  Lieut.  Comdr.  CKUBE  states  in  his  affidavit. 
KIDAIli  had  previously  been  in  charge  of  the  Nilitary  iolice  and  had  been 
both  Comdr.  of  the  Military  Iolice  and  Camp  Comdr.  until  October  1943.  I  agree 
with  Lieut.  Comdr.  CHUBB's  description  of  this  man  except  that  I  can  not  remem¬ 
ber  spectables.  He  was  a  thoroughly  unpleasant  charact;r  and  let  YC3HIDA  get 
away  with  all  his  beatings  and  cruelty. 

I  6.  L?he  man  who  exercised  the  greatest  influence  in  our  camp  life,  for  evil 

J  was  1st  Class  Seaman  YOSiUDA.^  The  Japanese  internal  organisation  is  such  that 
certain  Petty  Officers  are  appointed  entirely  far  Administrative  duties, 

(Cler  ict-i  and  Victualling  etc.)  One  man,  usually  a  Petty  Officer,  but  in  this 
case  only  a  1st  Class  Seaman  ( Ejuivalent  to  an  A/3)  is  appointed  as  disciplinary 
P/0.  He  is  responsible  far  all  internal  discipline  and  labour;  in  fact  he  com¬ 
bines  the  duties  of  lias  ter- at -Arms  and  Chief  Bosun's  Nate.  His  power  is  limit¬ 
less  and  over-rules  superiors  in  administrative  posts.  YOSHIDA  assumed  this 
duty  in  April,  I9Z.2.  He  was  promoted  to  3rd  Class  P/0  in  Iiay  1943,  and  sub¬ 
sequently  at  yearly  intervals  to  the  higher  classes.  Aged  about  3 2 ,  medium 
height,  fit,  strongly  built,  with  flashing  gold  teeth,  he  v/as  a  man  of  untir¬ 
ing  energy,  excellent  power  of  command  and  outstanding  efficiency.  Super-im¬ 
posed^  on  t.vese  excellent  qualities  were  an  uncontrollable  temper  an!  all  the 
bad  characteristics  that  can  be  imagined.  He  became  to  us  the  embodiment  of 
everything  that  was  evil  and  everything  that  we  had  been  fighting  against  in 
the  war  -  sadistic  brutality,  cruelty,  dishonesty,  untruthfulness,  rogery  and 
tyranny.  It  was  not  long  before  everything  connected  with  the  Camp  revolved 
around  this  fiend  and  that  despotic  rule  lasted  right  up  to  the  end.  Personally 
I  believe  he  was  an  agent  of  the  ISJPBI  or  Secret  Nilitary  Iolice.  His  reputa¬ 
tion  for  bestiality  v/as  wide-spread  in  the  Celebes  and  he  v/as  universally 
.eared.  Officers  from  H. appeared  to  have  no  control  over  him  and  he  could 
do  what  he  liked.  Prom  the  Japanese  point  of  view  he  v/as  a  g*eat  economic  asset 
as  he  alone  ran  the  Camp  and  H.~.  were  never  troubled  by  caaas  of  indiscipline 
A  and  embarrassing  requests.  !He  ran  the  Camp  on  a  policy  of  fear  with  collective 
reprisals  on  the  innocent  and  sick,  he  created  in  the  Canp  a  nervous  tension,  th 
nature  of  which  can  not  exactly  be  described,  with  displays  of  terrifying  anger 
and  sadistic  beatings  and  assault  to  all  and  sundry  whether  innocent  or  guilty 
without  any  form  of  investigation  or  opportunity  for  the  victims  to  state  their 
defence.  Efforts  by  Officers  to  mediate  often  resulted  in  increased  fury  and 
additional  victims,  including  the  mediators.  At  times  he  would  vent  his  wrath 
on  the  officers  acting  as  interpreters,  our  only  means  of  intercommunication, 
and  thus  by  frightfulness  tactics  reduced  their  efficiency.  To  men  always 
;  hungry,  in  most  cases  suffering  from  seme  form  of  sickness  or  ailment,  ill- 
clothed  and  herded  in  quarters  like  animals,  the  addition  of  this  nervous  ten¬ 
sion  to  the  drabness  and  monotony  of  prison  life,  already  devoid  of  all  ameni¬ 
ties  of  life  to  which  the  British  are  accustomed,  had  very  exhausting  effects 
upon  the  mental  health.  A  lowering  of  mental  health  lowered  physical  health 
and  so  on  ir.  e.  vicious  circle.  The  general  deterioration  of  health  in  1944  and 
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^  1945  was  undoubtedly  assisted  by  the  mental  strain  of  living  under  the  control 
of  this  terrible  person, 

I  7.  The  Japanese  method  of  maintain 1  ng  discipline  is  by  assault  on  the  face  with 
fists  and  the  infliction  of  corporal  punishment.  This  -.as usually  done  by  a  base¬ 
ball  bat,  but  also  included  such  things  as  pick  axe  handles,  spades,  bamboos  or 
any  other  weapon  which  handy.  Later  on  special  clubs  were  made.  Punishment  v 
;  usually  inflicted  cn  the  bedside,  but  in  bad  boatings  any  part  of  the  body  was 
liable  to  be  struck.  Punish-.^nt  was  often  accompanied  by  Ju-Jitsu  throwing  and 
1  long  periods  in  the  'stoop-fall'  position,  before  and/or  after  the  beating.  The 
number  of  strokes  varied  between  5  and  5°  and  depended  on  the  state  of  tne  rage 
of  the  Guard,  the  crime,  and  whether  the  victim  vas  one  of  YOShJDA  s  likes  or 
dislikes.  Beatings  were  efttn  done  in  the  rjjns  arid  in  full  view  of  tne  Camp. 

In  a  bad  beating  victims  TOuld  be  knocked  down  and  kicked  and  forced  to  do  press, 
ups"  after  the  injury  had  bee:,  inflicted.  Bar-drums  wore  often  broken  and  other 
bodily  harm  inflicted,  lien  down  town  working  were  often  beaten  up  by  the  guards 
'  on  the  scot  and  re  or  ted  tc  Y031H.Y.  on  return  to  Camp.  They  would  then  hove  to 
1  co  through  further  punishment  on  a  body  already  black  and  blue  with  bruises  and 
stiff  from  blows „  Ot.ier  forms  of  punishment  on  a  b-dy  included  long  periods  of 
standing  in  the  tropical  sun,  doubling  around  the  camp  in  wooden  clogs  up  to 
any  period  of  three  hours.  Reprisal  a  on  Officers,  P/Cs  in  charge  of  Barracks  or 
:  irking  parties  were  frequent  and  suuli  punishments  inflicted  in  the  full  view  of 
the  men.  I  myself  was  assaulted  in  one  way  or  mother  over  fifty  times  and 
beating  on  two  occasions,  once  with  a  club  and  once  with  a  spade.  Examples  of 
this  t;  pe  v/ere  innumerable. 


8.  I  remember  one  particular  occasion  when  YOSHJDA  on  his  evening  round  found 
that  a  water-tap  had  teen  left  running  in  one  of  the  barrack  rooms.  He  lost 
complete  control  of  himself  and  vent  com  letely  berserk.  He  raged  through  tae 
barrack-room  screaming  and  helling  for  the  Petty-Of freer  in  charge  who  w.ien  he 
appeared  was  struck  a  heavy  blew  under  the  chin  by  YOS.CDA.  Not  content  with 
that  YCSHTDA  went  through  the  next  two  barrack -rooms  and  assaulted  both  of  the 
Petty-Off icers  in  charge  of  those  two  rooms.  Then  I  appeared  on  the  scene. 

Y03  IDA  was  still  beside  himself  with  fury  and  assaulted  me.  I  personally  re¬ 
ceived  four  stunning  blows  under  the  chin.  Djqr  la  nations  at  this  stage  were  use¬ 
less.  YCbhIDA's  next  move  was  to  call  out  t  3  fire-picket  which  he  paraded.  I 
’./as  then  beaten  in  front  of  it  w  'h  a  spade,  the  last  stroke  of  mi'  beating  was 
particularly  painful  as  YOSHJDA  turned  the  spade  on  its  edge  and  I  received  quite 
a  nasty  wound.  C1IUEB  and  FISH3R  were  similarly  beau  on  and  we  were  then  told 
that  we  would  have  to  stay  there  for  several  hours. 


i  9.  Owing  to  lack  of  money  our  men  were  forced  to  fpt  it  by  other  means  and  the 
main  source  of  income  was  smuggling  food  into  the  Ce.np  from  working  parties  and 
selling  it  to  the  Dutch  at.  a  high  price.  This  smuggling  was  also  necessary 
1  in  order  to  get  capital  to  buy  feed  outside  and  smuggle  that  in  for  use  on 
Rice.  Rice  is  easy  to  eat  provided  there  is  something  to  go  with  it,  with 
!  only  salt,  it  is  desperately  difficult.  Sugar  was  essential  to  the  health 
of  the  men  in  order  to  assist  their  eating  the  rice,  the  main  part  of  the  diet. 

,  This  smuggling  was  a  continual  source  of  trouble  and  an  endless  source  of  worry 
and  was  the  mein  cause  of  nauseating  beatings.  At  times  I  forbade  it  altogether 
:  to  protect  the  community,  but  I  let  up  on  it  as  much  as  possible  and  risked  the 
beat:  ng  of  the  few  to  -ielp  the  man;/.  One  could  not  deprive  the  hungry  of  food 
nor  hinder  their  consumption  of  rice.  Soap  etc.  was  also  essential  to  health 
and  I  sympathized  with  men  trying  to  get  money  somehow  in  order  to  maintain  theij 
lives. 


,  10.  Only  about  a  hundred  men  per  day  were  employed  outside  the  Camp  during  the 
first  five  months;  from  August  1942  onwards  a  great  call  was  made  on  working 
parties.  Two  hundred  aid  fifteen  men  and  officers  left  for  Japan  in  October, 

I  1942.  Four  hundred  others  were  sent  to  an  aerodrome  about  15  miles  away  to 
extend  the  runways.  This  party  suffered  from  Malaria,  with  a  certain  amount 
of  E&rser.tery  and  tropical  ulcers  during  the  rainy  season,  to  they  went  slot 
they  cars  back  to  the  ermp  and  were  s  ubsequently  replaced  by  others.  No 
mosquito  nets,  little  cover  at  night,  no  shift  of  clothes,  very  few  boots  and 
lack  of  soap  made  conditions  very  severe.  Man;'  protests,  a  heavy  sick  list  and 
a  death  from  Malaria  in  April  lf,43.  at  last  forced  the  Japanese  to  make  some 
provision  of  nets.  By  this  time  it  was  too  late  and  more  than  70%  of  the  men 
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•  t.  subject  to  recurrent  Malaria!  by  1945  this  had  increased  to  962.  The 
.  weakening  effect  of  t  is  malady  on  man  in  bad  conditions,  . and  resuon- 

coolie  work  in  the  trop  es  caused  general  undermining  of  health  a  ■■  P° 

sible  for  the  heavy  mortality  during  the  epidemic  of  194p-  The  Japanese t  S  are 

quite  antra  of  the  cause  and  the  effects  of  Malaria,  but  made  no  a.tenpt  to  pre 

vent  it.  They  also  seriously  restricted  the  supplies  of  .uinin-.  J  . 

lire  rectified  all  this  at  any  time,  but  did  not  do  so.  Other  men  uere  ployed 

in  the  toon  on  a  variety  of  jobs  or  inside  the  Cam.  Throughout  our  policy  was 
ona  of  "go  slot!"  shoddy  fork  and  do  as  much  damage  as  possible.  The  demand  on 
working  Parties  by  the  Japanese  was  so  great  that  old  and  unfit  men  ® 

■  to  work  "far  in  excess  of  their  physical  capabilities.  The  usual  pf;  .  ^  k 

ness  for  malaria  was  five  days.  Foot  trouble  (septic  ulcers)  was  general.  Lack 
of  a  balanced  diet  weakened  men,  end  food  was  insufficient  to  build  up  " 

ascents,  .f  unds  andulcers  took  tonths  to  heal.  Hours  wra  lons' / 
end  far  between.  Li  January,  1943,  29  officers  and  171  men  were  drafted  to 
lOl-iLh,  on  the  last  leg  of  the  Celebes  in  a  mosquito  infested  swamp  with  no 
:  provisions  against  Malaria.  This  party  stayed  eight  months  there  and  lost 
i  sixteen  men  from  sickness.^ 

11.  A  large  sick  list  existed  from  the  start.  At  the  time  of  the  sinking,  .mu 
tare  tired  by  eight  months  war-service  in  the  tropics  and  were  in  urg 
o  rest.  A  long  period  in  the'  'ater  weakened  many  and  the  lack  of  f-od.  in^  . 
first  six  months  and  the  difficulty  of  changing  from  a  European  diet  to  an 
Liatlc  one  effected  the  general  health.  Septic  skin  diseases,  malaria  with  a 
certain  amount  of  Seri-Beri  were  the  main  complaints.

Sometimes  the  meat  varied  with  fish  or  an  egg  while  the  *-'Pe  “d  quantity  of 
vegetables  varied  enormously.  Later  meat,  fish  aid  eggs  went  off  altogether. 

It  is  true  really,  to  say  that  men  have  existed  on  a  diet  coapased  mainly 
rice  and  greens,  total  weight  of  food  varying  between  li  and  2  pounds  per  day. 
The  lack  of  vitamin  and  protein-bearing  foods  haa  load  to  widespread  mal- 
nutritional  diaeasaa.  Food  was  available  locally  and  the  small  mcount  of 
food  provided  w?a  deliberate.  They  wished  to  make  prisoners  wak  physically. 

De  tto  from  malnutrition  and  disease  are  attributable  to  malicious  and  pre¬ 
meditated  neglect.  Representations  were  continually  being  made  t  the  3u«d 
without  avail.  The  Macassar  unit  never  received  any  Rad  Cross  P^cels,  but  the 
Java  units  received  3/4  of  a  monthly  parcel  in  3i  years.  The  rest  must  ho 
gone  to  the  Japanese  forces  somewhere.
